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CHAPTER LX.

AN ACT REQUIRING ADDITIONAL BONDS OF EXECUTORS,
ADMINISTRATORS AND GUARDIANS IN CERTAIN CASES.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. Whenever any judge of probate is satisfied
that the bond of an executoi, administrator or guardian is
insufficient, he may on his own motion or on application
Of any oue or more Of ̂ Q relatives of the deceased, or of
the ward, require an additional bond, and a refusal or
failure to furnish or -give the same within a reasonable
length of time shall be deemed a sufficient cause for the
removal of such executor, administrator or guardian.

SEC. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER LXI.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE A MORE EFFICIENT METHOD FOR THB
TAKING OF DEPOSITIONS OF PERSONS WITHOUT THE
STATE.

Be it enacted by tfte Legislature of the Slate of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. Whenever the testimony of any person
without the state is wanted in any civil action or proceed-
ing aow pending or hereafter commenced in any court of
this state the same may be taken by and before any officer
authorized to administer an oath then and there upon no-
tice to the adverse party of the time and place of taking
the same, such notice shall be in writing, and shall be
served as other notices in civil actions are required to be
